ANALYZES FRENCH AND AMERICAN OFFERS . 


Correspondence With French 


Washington, October I'—(4)—The 
following statements, exchanged be- 
tween the American and French debt 
missions, were made public tonight at 
the treasury: 

Under date of September 28, reply- 
ing to the second French offer, Secre- 
tary Mellon said: 

“We have had the privilege of con- 
sidering your statement of this morn- 
in:. We understand this to be a re- 
affirmation of your proposal to us 
of the 24th instant, that is, that you 
should pay $25,000,000 annually for 
the first five years, $30,000,000 an- 
nually for the following five years, 
$60,000,000 annually for the follow- 
ing ten years, and $90,000,000 an- 
nually for the last 42 years, this sum 
completely to extinguish the indebted- 
ness. We have stated the reasens 


why this sum in our opinion is inade- 
quate. 
“It seems to us that you consider 


the above proposed annuities are an 
application of your indebtedness to 
us of the principles discussed between 
France and England as applicable to 
the war debt of France to England. 
But we wish to point out that an 
examination of the éxisting settle- 
ments and tentative agreement be- 
tween France and England discloses 
an entire difference. We find that 
the principles of these arrangements, 
if applied to the debt of the United 
States, would imply a larger obliga- 
tion upon the part of France to the 
United States than that contained in 
our proposal below. For instance, in 
its treatment witu England, France 
has considered its indebtedness for 
surplus war stocks and the indebted- 
ness from the Bank of France to 
the Bank of England for exchange

gotiations—even at long range. 

The arrangement, proposed by the 
American debt commission as a final 
move to overcome what appeared to 
be insurmountable difficulties, would

FINCINNATI POLICE 
RECAPTURE POWER 


Extradition papers for the return 
of Abe Powers, notorious for his al- 
leged connection with the Floyd ‘Wood- 
ward “bunco gang” that operated in 
Atlanta in 1919, were issued Thurs- 
day from the state capitol. Powers, 
who escaped from the prison farm at 
Milledgeville last February, has been 
recaptured in Cincinnati, according 
to telegraphic advices received Thurs- 
day from the chief of police of that 
city. . 

Powers was living in that city un- 
der the name of “Harry McGinnis,” 
the telegram stated. He will fight 
extradition, it is said. He will be 


‘brought back, however, to serve the 
remainder of a five-year term imposed 
‘on him after his conviction in Fulton 
‘superior court. 

The prisoner is said to have been 
one of the trusted lieutenants of 
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J. R. HOLLIDAY, Constitution Building, 
sole advertising manager for alj territory 
outside of Atlanta.

They were Benjamin C. Hereth, a 
machinist’s mate, and James Worth, 
chief draftsman at the air station. 
Hereth later denied on the stand 
that he had given Captain Heinen 
any reasons why the collapse occur- 
red. Worth will be called later for 
questioning as to whether he did say 
that those at the air station had 
fought the reduction in the number 
of automatic gas valves on the ship. 

Had Ample Warning. 

Before the court insisted on a dis- 
closure of the names of the men re- 
ferred to in his testimony yesterday, 
Captain Ileinen had stoutly maintain- 
ed that those in charge of the Shenan- 
doah should have’ been warned. by 
danger signals present in the air in 
ample time to have saved the ship.
